Display Of Irons Linking Past With 
Modern Era Of Fixing “Wrinkles”

This is the story of a sad iron, 
and all the countless sad women 
who had to use it. It 
story, too, of the man who de- 
termined to do something about 
their plight and used his inven- 
tive genius, along with his wife’s 
specifications, to invent the first 
completely successful electric 
iron. He called it the Hot Point, 
and patented it in 1902. 

The story is appropriate in 
Upland because the inventor was 
an Upland man, the late Earl H. 
Richardson. The iron he invent- 
ed found birth in the old Weiland 
building which still stands on 
Euclid avenue south of the San- 
ta Fe tracks, furnishing a sub- 
station for the Southern Califor- 
nia Edison Co. 


The story of Mr. Richardson 
and his efforts was revealed by 
Mrs. Una Winter this week at 
a meeting of the local history 
study section of the Upland 
Woman’s club. Mrs. Winter is 
the inventor’s sister. She ar- 
ranged the program. The main 
speaker was Mrs. J. Momyer, of 
San Bernardino. 

Mrs. Winters said her sister- 
in-law had long complained about 
the difficulty of ironing ruffles,

then much in favor, with the 
“new fangled” electric iron. She 
continued to use the inconveni- 


ent old sad irons which she heat- 
ed on the stove because they had 
a hot point, and would reach 
down into the gathers. 


Mr. Richardson finally man- 
aged to invent an iron whose 
electric heating element would 
match this performance. It was 


the first to cost little enough so 
that the average woman could 
afford one. And _ through the 
years it has continued in popu- 
larity, being known as the Gen- 
eral Electric. 

A display of old irons brought 
by Mrs. Momyer from San Ber- 
nardino, heightened the interest 
at the club meeting. There were 
fluting irons, irons whose han- 
dles became almost as hot as 
the iron itself, and the sad iron 
distinguished by its removable 
handle. 


“Who can say how many steps 
were saved by the invention of 
the electric iron?” Mrs. Winter 
asked. 

And modern woman replied, “I 
appreciate the electric iron all 
right. But what I really like

Tetal cost of the San Antonio 
canyon dam is approximately 
$7.700,000. It will control flood 
drainage from mountains in an 
area of 26.7 square miles and will 
provide a storage capacity of 
9,110 acre-feet comprising 2,000 
acre feet for debris and 7,110 
acre-feet for flood waters. 

The axis of the dam will cross 
San Antonio creek at the mouth 
of San Antonio canyon. The dam 
will rise 160 feet above the stream 
bed with a crest length of 3,859 
feet from canyon wall to canyon 
wall. 

Concurrent with these plans is 
the announcement that nine peti- 
tions containing a total of 700 


{names ask that the proposed dam 


be relocated to Dromedary point.
